the original bed from which these polished boulders 
have been removed. There is no other bed rock that 
Ihave ever seen, or heard of in the State of that 
striking red color that enables the observer te track it 
in every direction that it has taken since thrown from 
its bed by some voleanic eruption, or other violent 
shock of nature. 

There are some striking facts not stated in my first 
communication, in relation to the removal of these 
rocks. ist. They have not moved an inch north or 
north-east. I have observed closely, and cannot find 
a single speermen in these directions. 2d. They were 
pressed forward at right angles with the moraines, 
popularly known as horsebacks. $d. They are mixed 
with the dirt on the and to the greatest 
depths I have examined; and as before stated, grada- 
ally diminish until they disappear (or nearly so) 
about twenty miles from where taken. You say furth- 
er, “if he can satisfactorily account for them we 
should be glad to hear from him.” 

I answer you frankly, I cannot. I am no geologist, 
and if [ was, after the attempt of Prof. Agassiz to ac- 
count for their removal by a theory open to so many 
objections, I should not venture to intrude my theory 
on the public unless it would amount to nearly a 
demonstration. 

The Professor has almost a mania for an ice period, 
when the earth was covered with solid ice to the depth 
of nearly six thousand feet, and in the process of 
melting, moraines have been formed, and boulders re- 
moved, But I think he Has as yet failed to explain 
how it could be done. Ice will not polish rocks, and 
if they were carried frozen into the ice, and dropped 
as it melted, they would not have been polished. 
Another theory is that the ocewn once extended over 
this whole continent, and by the periodical colds, ice 
formed on the rocks, and being lighter than water 
floated'them. But this could not be, because then 
they might have been taken easterly or carried hun- 
dreds of miles away. 

Again, if this region was once the bottom of 4 vast 
sea, all would have been quiet where the earth’s sur- 
face now is, as is proved by the stillness of the bottom 
of the sea at present. There is none of that power- 
ful and violent emotion in great depths of water nec- 
essary to scour and polish the hardest ofrocks. Prof. 
Agassiz thinks that the ice formed in layers, and in- 
timates that as the southern portion melted first form- 
ing a long slope, that these layers slid off southerly, 
but he does not explain how the boulders got on top of 
the ice. 

If this was so, they would have be»n likely to bave™ 
been carried directly south» and qpout? vé been 
stopped by hills in their path, which doesnot appear 
to be the fact. Beside every one knows that no such 
layers could have formed large bodies of ice run togeth- 
er, and congeal, and become one solid mass. 

I will venture to affirm this much on this mysterious 
subject. There wasa period in the history of our 
planet when there was neither dry land, or seas or 
fountains abounding with water, as in the language of 
ae ee when the elements of earth, water, rocks 
and dirt which are only filings from rocks in their 
rolling and tumbling, were comingled together over the 
whole surface of our globe; and at the gathering 
together of the waters into one place, as recorded in 


jous and love the company of their kind. They will 
be also of all sizes from that of pin head and smaller, 
to the full grown insect measuring nearly a tenth of 
an inch. They are wingless, the smaller ones white 
and the larger ones of a greenish white color, and 
bodies oval shaped and soft. They are furnished with 
a beak or sucker which they thrust into the veins of 
the leaf and suck up the sap of the plant, growing 
fast and eir skins as they become too small 
for their fast increasing bodies. These wingless 
ones are all females, and "Eovies the summer bring 
forth others of the same kind, until at certain seasons, 
usually late summer, @ brood of winged ones <o 
duced which are male and female, the latter of which 
lays eggs on the stems of the plants to remain during 
the winter and hatch the next spring. Thus during 

of the year these wingless females produce young 
in & living form or without the egg, but these indi- 
viduals have not the sexual organization, until the 
later broods which are winged and po! the power 
of continuing their ies by depositing eggs. 

These insects are ingly prolific for it has been 

ved that one individual im five generations may 
the originator of nearly six thousand millions 
of his kind. Think of that and wonder no longer 
that your trees are overrun with these sap suckers. 
I put one of these wingless lice from the snow ball 
into a vial with a fresh leaf, the other day, and in 
twenty-four hours I counted a dozen small ones. One 
of a different species which [ took from a cherry leaf 
produced over twenty in the same length of time. It 
would seem as if the labor of providing for so numer- 
ous a prodigy would — heavily upon the maternal 
parent, but not so. Euc louse as soon as produced, 
goes to work upon its own responsibility, sucking the 
sap from the tender leaves, and in afew days so grown 
as to assist in the great duty of pronagation. 

Upon the backs of these insects near the hinder ex- 
tremities will be noticed two little tubes or pores of @ 
dark color, slightly projecting. These are called their 

tubes, and when the louse becomes gorged with 
the juicedrawn in through his beak it yields from 
these tubes a certain sweet liquid called honey dew, 
which is often found sticking to the leaves of the 
various plants on which they feed. Ants are very 
fond of this liquid ‘and usually eat it as fast as it is 
discharged. . In other countries plant lice are popu- 
larly called the ants milch cows. Wherever ants are 
found on growing plants and leaves there you will 
find some species of lice. They take good care of the 
lice, driving away many flies and ichneumons which 
prey upon them, and keeping the leaves clean and 
free from dirt, cast off skins, &c. aré naturally 
very pugnacious and will attack any other kind cf 
insects, but the lice they appear to shield with care, 
and on the other hand the lice live on the best possi- 
ble terms with them and even yield their sweet fluid 
the earnest solicitation of the ant. A single jouse 
bhs been observed to give it drop by drop successively 
to a number of ants who were anxiously waiting to 
receive their dinner.

to drainage, in answer to your correspond- 
ent in the last issue of the Fanmen, I will give the 
manner in which I drained a small patch of very wet 
land. I first dug two drains about one-fourth distance 
from each side, and one square across the head to let 
into the two outlet drains. I then took rocks about 
the size of a man’s head; take care to get those with 
ints to them, and then placed their points down, 
eeping a course thereby for water to run freely 
through them. [I then filled im small rocks to level up 
with, then put on shavings and covered up the ditch. 
I find it works well, and my ground, which was al- 
most worthless, is now @ very early vegetable garden. 
You will find this a cheaper and more expeditious 
method than by stoning up, with a wall at each side 
and covering with rocks, and not so liable to fail in 
and clog up the drain. 

In regard to apple trees, I find that a little labor 
on old trees works wonders. A few years ago I had 
three or four old trees that were about dead. I thought 
I would fix them up a little and see whatcould be done. 
I dag up around the roots, did not trouble them how- 
ever, then put some old pulverized manure around 
them; scraped them ee pruned them well, 
and where [ sawed a limb off | immediately covered 
the wound with white lead. [ filled all holes with 

utty and | gee them, and where the bark was off 

scraped wood carefully and also painted it. Now 
those trees are thrifty and doing well. Where the 
bark was entire off itis now new and sound. I do 
now and have since washed them frequently every year 
with a solution of lye, both to kill live and caterpillars 
and to keep the tree bright and thrifty. 

I will close by asking what is the best method to kill 
the maggot or worm that infest cabbages? I have 
tried salt, ashes, plaster, lime, &c.

man of business, and knew how to do his haying at 
the least cost. 


The hay was in the same condition that such hay would 
ordinarily be im, on any New England farm, treated 
in the same manner. I[ should have put in the cock 
and let it remain till next day, them opened it and 
housed it in the afternoon. 

My many questions were promptly answered. This 
was the usual method of haying on this farm. In 
1864, the proprietor said, he sold one hundred tons of 
hay for three thousand dollars, or thirty dollars a ton 
all cut on this one hundred acre farm and all cut and 
cured in the same way, and stored in the same barn, 
and that it was of freshest green color, and brought 
the highest market price. 

He said the hay would heat very much at first, and 
would become so wet on the top that you could wring 
water out of it in drops, and that a few inches on the 
top would be black and worthless. 

{ have made inquiry and find nobody who practices 
this economical method, and although I am satisfied 
beyond doubt of the facts as stated, I should hardly 
dare to fill a large barn with hay in sach condition. 
Here at Amherst I am told of a farmer, not now 
living, who used to put his hay into his barn in about 
the same condition. 

A neighbor who worked with him when a boy, s1ys 
he well remembers seeing toad-stools growing on top 
of the hay-mow, and that the hay, except the very 
top, was green and good. 

My friend at Belle Fonte informed me that the clov- 
er heads came out almost as fresh in his hay in the 
spring, as when blooming in the field, I could see no 
reason why my hay or anybody’s hay cannot be treat- 
ed in the same way. Yet I think mobody practices so 
cheap a method in this region. We usually cut our 
hay, where the yield is so great, and after turning it 
pat it im cock and the next day open it, expending 
twice the labor that my friend on his. 

His land is on limestone, but I do not see why that 
helps the matter. His brn is very tight. There are 
a few small windows at the back, which he said were 
of no use, and the mow was so large that they could 
do very little to dry the hay, or prevent heating. 

I hope we may have the experience of farmers at 
once on this point, and if we and our fathers have been 
in error, and wasted our labor in haying, let us know 
it, the sooner the better.—Hon. H. F. French in 
Mass. Ploughman.

necessary vigor and staunchness to make them good 
breeders. Let all such be pruned out. Fat them for 
tne butcher, or sell them for what they will bring, to 
those whose means will not just now enable thei to 
buy higher priced sheep. Set aside all that have ob- 
jectionable qualities as breeders, and put a mark upon 
them for future disposal. A sheep may look weil, 
she may be stout and hearty, but at the same time 
she may breed badly.

easily fellows may get off with their booty... We con- 
fess to astonishmen’ that men could ride off in a car- 
riage through oar thickly settled towns, where rail- 
roads aiid steamboats and telegraphs abound, without 
being caught. There is some terribly bungling man- 
agement somewhere. 

One thing is certain, that our police ‘regulations 
throughout thé’ State must be made more éfficient,— 
Strangers must be.more closely watched. Organiza- 
tions must be made for the detection and apprehension 
and’ 
have bit little sympathy for a sét of rascals hardened 
by years of experience in crime. Scarcely too severe. 
& punishment can be inflicted upon such brutes. A 
few months since we called attention tothe success of 
the Horse Thief Association in Bridgton in this State, 
which has been in operation for a.great many years.

Not only 
from the immediately-adjoining towns, but from dis- 
tant places—from Brunswick, Lewiston, Bath, Au- 
gusta, Hallowell and Gardiner—from...Portsmouth 
Newburyport, Salem, Lynn, Ipswieh, Beston—wher- 
ever the appeal was heard, most prompt and generous 
contributions of provisions. were forwarded for their 
relief, Indeed, so great was the abundance—so large- 
ly in exeess of the immediate wants of the people, 
that the Portland authorities were soon obliged to give 
notice that no further contributions of food were need- 
ed. The generous and benevolent impulses thus awak- 
ened, have, however, taken other forms of action.— 
Finds are required to provide the homeless and dosti- 
tufe people of Portland with places of shelter and to 
g.ve them the means of subsisting until they can ob- 
tain employment for their own support.

of the city. All the banks, newspaper offices, book- 
churches, seven hotels, the city hall, and the custom 
house are include. in ‘the frightful catalogue. The 
calamity in its awfal suddenness, its gigantic magni- 
tude and extent, seems almost beyond realization. 
None but those who witnessed the actual progress of 
the devouring element, or who haye since visited the 
scene of ruin, oan adequately form any conception of 
the terrible reality of the catastrophe. We give the 
details, so far as they have been narrated by corres- 
pondents and others who were eye-witnesses of the 
event, but no description can do justice to the scene or 
portray the horrors of that fearful night. 

For a nafrative of the details of this most destrac- 
tive calamity, we are chiefly dependent upon the cor- 
respondents of our Boston exchangts, the offices of all 
the Portland papers having shared in the common 
ruin, and their pyblishers being compelled to suspend 
theix regulgr publications until presses and other ma- 
terial can be procured for the purpose. The corres- 
pondent of the Boston Post writes as follows : 

“PomtLinn, July 5. 

The scene in this once beautiful Forest City beggars 
po og Tt is impossible to conceive a greater 
desolation than that presented here at present, where 
but.a day or two sinee all was smiling . prosperity. 
The burnt district, to the eye of one familiar with its 
appearance before the fire, is one smoking, charred 
mass of walls, timbers and blackened ruins. Acre 
upon acre, as far as the sight can reach, there is noth- 
ing to bi the dreadful, appalling monotony of hid- 
eous, smoking, smouldering destruction. 

Yesterday, about half-past four o’clock in the after- 
noon, fire was discovered in the boat shop of Mr, 
!Deugee, situated on Commercial street in the north- 
easterly part of the city, caused by sparks from a fire- 
cracker thrown by a among a pile of shayings. 
At the time, two buckets full.of water would have ex- 
tinguished the fire; but in the delay and excitement, 
the flames were fammed by the high wind that prevail- 
ed, and very soon the hoe “ag wood structure— 
was all ablaze. Soon anotlier wooden building adjoin- 
ing was on fire and the cinders were blown in all di. 
rections. The buildings of the Portland Sugar House 
Company on Commercial s were soon in flames 
and the fire raged fearfully. The Rieepen of the city 
were promptly on, the spot and did all that heroic men 
could to stop the further spread_ of the devouring ele- 
ment, but all their efforts proved of no ayail. 

That portion of the city where the fire originated 
wa8 near the wharves, and fortunately the tile was in, 
affording a good supply of water for a time, but when 
the tide fell recourse was ‘had to,the reservoirs, but in 
this direction the supply of water was exceedingly 
limited, and they were yery sodn drained to the bot- 
tom. Meanwhile the wind, already blowing a gale, 
increased, and the fire spread with ‘terrible rapidity, 
sweeping off wooden and brick structures at will, the 
firemen and citizens being powerless to prevent or stay 
its progress. The sugar refinery was an immense con- 
cern, owned and carried on by John B. Brown & Sons. 
Everything within its walls was consumed, and noth- 
ing save the blackened walls and chimneys remain to 
mark the spot. The loss to this firm is estimated at 
nearly one million of dollars, which is about half cov- 
ered by insurance, mainly in New York offices. Mr. 
Brown 1s very wealthy, and will take immediate steps 
to rebuild and reestablish his extensive business.— 
Messrs. Churchill, Brown & Manson, extensive deal- 
ers in s » are heavy losers, in connection with 
Messrs. Brown & Sons. This firm had a stock of two 
thousand hogsheads of sugar on hand, every pound of 
which was destroyed. 

From the sugar house the flames communicated to 
the extensive foundries of Messrs. Staples & Son, and 
N. P. Richardson & Co.,on Commercial street, and they 
were soon enveloped in flames. 

The streets ad t to the fire were filled with peo- 
ple anxious to do something to prevent the general de- 
struction which seemed inevitable, but were powerless 
for good. ey could but look on and witness the 
fruits of years of toil and industry, and the means of 
a livelihood to thousands of their citizens, swept away 
at one blow. , 

Soon floors borne down with the weight of machin- 
ery, gave way, carrying the massive walls to the 
ground with a crash which seemed to shake the ground 
like an earthquake. 

From the points above spoken of, the flames spread 
to York, Maple and the lower part of Danforth streets 
to Centre street, destroying everything in its way.— 
From Centre street it extended to Cotton street thence 
to Cross street, going up that street to Middle and 
down the latter to Temple, and thence to Exchange 
street. From Exchange to Fore street, from Fore 
street to the oe Hall, and then down Myrtle to Cum- 
berland ‘street, then to India street, and every build- 
ing save the Custom House was burned to the nd. 
The-north side of Fore street, both sides of Middle, 
Federal, Congress, and with one eae all on the 
south side of Cumberland street from Myrtle to Wash- 
ington street is a mass of ruins. Several dwellings on 
Washington and Oxford streets were also burned.— 
Exchange street—the Wall street of Portland—has 
nota whole building upon it, and but two or three 
are standing and these in a damaged condition. Com- 
mercial street is the only*business thoroughfare of im- 
portance which has escaped destruction by the fiery 
element. 

As the flames approached the City Hall, corner of 
Congress and.Myrtle streets, it was generally thought

The progress of the flames was checked this after- 
noon on Oxford street, after several buildings were 
burned on that thoroughfare. 

The burnt district extends for nearly a mile and a 
quarter, running South, and from East to West about 
one-third of a mile. So complete was the destruction 
of the devouring element that street lines were almost 
entirely obliterated. The area burnt over is estimated 
to be two hundred acres, and the number of buildings 
destroyed to be fifteen hundred. 

Mayor Stevens informs me that he estimates that 
nearly if not quite 10,000 people have been rendered 
homeless and houseless by this sad calamity. The 
-vestries of the churches that remain and the halls and 
ward rooms have been thrown open for their accommo- 
dation, and this afternoon Gen. ley and Capt. In- 
pman caused a large number of tents to be erected up- 
on the vacant lots for the use of the sufferers until 
better accomodati ;

they had before overleaped: The air was filled with 
live coals, and shingles and other fragments, like de- 
vastating torches, were borne onward to blocks beyond 
the present boundaries of the conflagration, and thas 
hurried on its ravages with fearful rapidity. The oc- 
cupants of houses in its line of progress, seeing that 
their residences were-sure to be devoured, moved their 
furniture to places beyond which they believed it 
could reach, only to have to move it again, and in 
many instances to find it at last consumed by the 
flames. Such was'the extent of the fire that the fire- 
men were powerless. While they were gallantly fight- 
ing it in one direction it held almost undisputed sway 
in others. The firemen doubtless did all. they could, 
but they were powerless before such a tornado of fire 
and flame. The behaved well, laboring with 
every energy to aid the firemen, or to rescue the goods 
of those whose residences lay in the course of the fire. 
Buildimgs were torn down and blown up far in ad- 
vance of the fire, but the flames would overleap the 
chasms thus goon with increased force to 
further conqtests. 

The burnt district includes the whole of the ante- 
revolutionary town burnt by Capt. Marrett in 1775, 
and much more, At that period there were no build- 
ings so far upas High street, or below India street 
(then called King street,) and Fore street on the south 
and Congress street (then Back street) were the other 
boundaries, Cumberland street the southerly side of 
which is now destroyed, then had no existence.

women and children are sorrowfully wandering about 
the city. Some of them.are temporarily caret for in 
the old City Hall, others in Mechanics’ and Deering 
Halls, and yery many are sleeping in door yards with 
the canopy of Heaven for their only shelter, and a few 
have been provided with tents which were furnished 
them by the State military authorities. The streets 
are full of furniture, and many a poor man and wo- 
men and their families are standing over it as 
their only earthly possessions. The citizens who have 
been go fortunate as to have their dwellings preserved 
haye manifested a most liberal spirit, ana are caring 
for the sufferers to the full extent of their means. 

The donations from Boston were among the first to 
arrive, and they came this evening in the shape of ten 
car loads of provisions, They were received by the 
city authorities and promptly distributed among the 
destitute, who showered many a blessing upon the 
good and benevolent people of Boston. Besides the 
donations from Boston, there have also been offerings 
from Salem, Mass., Bath, Augusta, Lewiston, Saco,

which has not.either wholly or partially laid in ashes. 

The heaviest individual loser is John B. Brown, one 
of the sugar trade firm, who estimates his loss ata 
million of dollars, which is partially covered by insur- 
ance. Besides the destruction of his extensive su- 
gar works and stock on hand, he is also a heavy loser 
by the burning of stores and dwellings in various 
parts of the city. Among the branches of business 
completely obliterated by the conflagration are those 
of the. wholesale boot and shoe trade, the wholesale 
dry goods houses, with one exception, the jewelry s‘ores 
and the daily and weekly newspapers. The wholesale 
boot and shoe dealers axe sufferers to the amount of 
$650,000, and there is an insurance of about one-half. 
The loss of the retail dry goods dealers is about the 
same, and they are insured about one-half. é 

The destruction of the new City Hall, the pride of 
the city and the State, is generally lamented. It was 
not believed that this would go, and many articles 
were taken there for safety and were, of course, all 
lost, It caught in the dome and this falling through 
the roof, set the interior on fire and it was entirely de- 


stroyed. A few of the City records were saved and a} 


great many destroyed, The building cost originally 
about $400,000, but it cannot now be replaced for 
twice that sum. The Methodist Church, on Chesnut 
Street; neawtbe Ci 
city, was saved by the precautionary measures of iron 
shutters to the windows, which it is said many of the 
Society opposed, when the church was erected. It is 
worth about $70,000,. By the destruction of the Na- 
tural History Buildings that, corporation will lose 
$50,000, exclusive of the valuable collections which it 
contained. The Custom House and Post Office, both 
in the same building, were badly damaged in the inter- 
ior. Of the eight churches destroyed, that of the Ro- 
man Catholic Immaculate Conception Society on Con- 
gress street, together with the parsonage, was the 
most valuable, and the loss will not fall short of $100,- 
000. 
The two principal hotels in the city, the Preble and 
the United States, escaped, although the latter was 
several times on fire. The banks of the city, seven in 
number, were all destroyed. The vaults have not yet 
been opened, but it is believed that their con- 
tents are safe. Wherever the flames spread in their 
broad and lengthy course, the work of destruction has 
been complete. Nothing but bare walls, lonely chim- 
neys, and here and there smoking ruins mark the lo- 
cation of some of the business houses in New 
England. The total loss cannot fall short.of $15,000,- 
000, if the estimate of the insurance men.can be re- 
lied on, and probably one-half of this is covered by 
insurance. i. . 

The greatest apprehension among the business men 
is that their misfortune will carry down many of the 
insurance companies, particularly the local ones, who 
have the largest risks. If a —— losses are 

romptly met, very many will resume business again. 

The people are-not disposed to be discouraged if it isa 
possibility to again establish in business.

Scenes and Incidents of the Fire. 


| ‘The following scenes and incidents of the fire are 
| collected from the Portland Press and other papers :

Persons who had retired 
to bed, with no apprehension that the conflagration 
would reach their dwellings, were suddenly aroused by

There is, of course, an abundance of interesting in- 
cidents connected with the conflagration, and some of 
them very ludicrous. One is reported of a man who, 
seeing the flames spreading toward his own dwelling, 
rushed home:to move his furniture and household goods 
into the street. He was so excited that he mistook the 
house of a neighbor for his own, and with a few friends 
moved nearly everything it contained iuto a place of 
safety. When he had nearly completed his work the 
owner entered and there ensued a scene which is 
more easiy imagined than described. The humiliation 
of the man must. have been intense, when, a few mo- 
ments after he saw his own house and all it contained 
rapidly swept away by the devouring elements. 

During the progress of the fire on Thursday morn- 
ing on the north side of Cumberland Street, and near 
the Corner of Pearl, it was judged that unless the 
brick house of John True, Esq., was blown up, noth- 
ing could save the Radford House and the balance of 
Pear] Street from destruction. The second of 
Mr. True’s house being already on fire, and ci 
and coals falling in showers around the door, the idea 
of using gunpowder was about to be abandoned, when 
Capt. Frank L. Jones, late of the 30th Me., of this 
city, seized a keg of and fuse, dashed thro’ the 
flying sparks into the , affixed and ignited the fuse, 
escaping in just time to avoid the explosion. The 
blowing up of this house saved all Pearl Street from 
Cumberland street to the Cove, and the whole of Ox- 
ford street North.

A Cusroyman Wuurs ats Carty To DeatH. The 
Rochester, (N. Y.,). Union vouches for the truth of 
the following shocking recital: 

We learn from Medina this morning that there was 
great excitement in that village, arising from a report 
that a Presbyterian clergyman, named Tindsley, re- 
siding a mile south of the village, yesterday, whip 
his son, three years old, so severely that he died 
twe hours subsequently, because he would not say his 
prayers. mets adds that the child’s fingers were 
broken by blows administered. 

The report seemed so monstrous and unnatural that 
we telegraphed to Medina to learn if it was true, and 
received an answer that it was. The telegraph states 
that the minister was two hours whipping the child 
with a heavy rod, and it died from injuries within the 
time stated above. Lindsley had not been arrested at 
the time the was sent, but-we learn that an 
officer from Albion has gone to Medina to take him in- 
to custody. 

Since writing the above we have received by tele- 
graph, the’statement of Mr. Lindsley, the father of 
the child, made toa jury summoned by Coroner Cham- 
berlain: On the 18th of June the child disobeyed his 
stepmother, and I commenced corrasting him, using 
a shingle for the purpose, and continued to chastise 
him for more than’ two hours, when the child began 
to show signs of debility, and I ceased! to punish him 
and laid him on a couch, and ealled my wife. When 
she saw the child, she said he was dying, and before 
12 o’clock he was dead. 

Lindsley’s statement before the Coroner’s jury, was 
corroborated by other witnesses: The body of the 
child told more plainly and pathetically than words 
‘could of the terrible punishment it had. undergone. 
Several of its fingers were broken and the blood had 
oozed from every pore. To conteal the crime ‘the 
father tied the little one’s hands behind its back anil 
placed it in its coffin. yale ps scians were making 
a post-mortem examination o the body, he sat by, 
coolly Icoking at the proceedings. After a while. he 
spoke and asked them if they had not carried ‘this 
thing about far enough.’’ The physicians discovered 
no disease about the child—it died solely from exces- 
sive and cruel punishment. The little one would have 
been three years old next August—whipped to death 
because it would not say its prayers. 

We are told that Lindsley justifies his horrid work. 
He thinks it was his duty to punish the child until its 
will was broken and he obeyed. Lindsley was arrest- 
ed and committed to jail in Albion. It was with the 
utmost difficulty that the officers who had him in 
charge could keep the citizens of Medina and neigh- 
borhood from lynching the murderer on the spot. 





Surcipe or Senator Lane. Senator Lane of Kan- 
sas, who had received leave of absence for the re- 
mainder of the session on aééount of illness, shot him- 
self in the head with a pistol, at Leavenworth, on the 
evening of Sunday, Ist inst., it is feared with a fatal 
result. The cireumstances under which the act was 
committed are thus described: 

**Sonator Lane came up from St. Louis on Frida 
last, and went directly to the residence of Mr. M 
upon the Government Farms. Before leaving St. Louis 
his conversation intimated a determination to suicide, 
causing him to be closely watched, his friends gettin 
possession of his pocket knife, fearing it might be used 
for the fatal purpose. 

On Sabbath afternoon he desired to ride out. 
McCall brought up his carriage and invited Mr, Adams 
to ride with thém. After getting to the carriage Lane 
expressed a desire'to return to his room for his cane, 
refusing to allow any one to go for him. Returning 
with his cape they drove upon the hights overlooking 
the fort and city. Lane en‘ered freely and cheerfully 
in to the conversation, remarking upon the beauty of 
the city and landscape. 

On returning they had to pass through a gate that 
separated two fields. McCall alighted to open the gate. 
Lane stepped down from the carriage at the same time 
passing around to its rear, said “Good-by, gentlemen,’ 


his mouth. The ball passed out at the top of his head, 
near the center of his skull, producing a fatal wound,’’
